THE streets outside Northampton’s 
nightclubs and bars are hotbeds of 
anti-social behaviour and violent crime, 
new figures reveal. 

Despite an overall fall in offences in the 
town, Northamptonshire Police’s online 
maps show that the crime rate in the town 
centre is still above the national average. 

With more than 13,000 crimes commit¬ 
ted last year, Northampton Central is in 
the top 18 per cent of areas with the most 
crime - the equivalent of 35 offences 
every day. 

By far the most common type of offence 
was anti-social behaviour with 5,333 
incidents recorded during the year, but 
this was closely followed by 1,886 violent 
crimes, which include sex offences, 
common assault and grievous bodily 
harm. 

But Northamptonshire Police were keen 
to point out overall improvements. 

A spokeswoman said: “We have contin¬ 
ued to see reductions in crime as recent 
figures demonstrate, in particular serious 
acquisitive crime has continued to 
improve. 

“We have made continued efforts to 
reduce crime and have achieved positive 
results due to the hard work carried out 
under Operation Guardian, Operation 
Nightsafe and other initiatives we have 
introduced to make our county much 
safer.” 

She added: “Officers across the county 
take part in regular high-impact days, 
involving the execution of warrants and

drugs raids and the recovery of drugs and 
stolen property. This will in part have 
improved people’s confidence in report¬ 
ing drugs offences.” 

The locations where a person is most 
likely to be the victim of a crime highlight 
the influence of alcohol consumption, 
with 60 crimes committed in or outside 
nightclubs in just one month, December 
last year. 

Other dangerous areas for crime were 
car parks, subways, supermarkets and 
shopping areas, and in the same month a 
surprising ten incidents were recorded at 
or around the police station. 

The top ten crime-ridden areas in 
Northampton included the Drapery, 
Bridge Street and Gold Street - areas 
which attract revellers on Friday and 
Saturday nights. 

Northampton Borough Council stressed 
the importance of different organisations 
working together. Councillor David 
Mackintosh, leader of the council, said: 
“We work closely with Northamptonshire 
Police to make our town a safe and wel¬ 
coming place for residents and visitors.”

Victim was left on liquid diet’ after 
gang broke jaw in cashpoint assault 


TWO students were left “nervous of going 
out” after they were attacked by five 
youths at a cashpoint, Northampton 
Crown Court heard. 

Matthew Heseltine and Jack Bates were 
out for drinks with friends on November 2, 
2010 when they went to withdraw money 
from the Nationwide ATM on Abington 
Street, Northampton. 

The five defendants were behind the 
students as they each withdrew £20 at 
1.30am. 

In what the prosecution called an 
“unprovoked and gratuitous” attack, Sean 
Bird, 19, punched Mr Heseltine on the jaw. 

At the same time, Mr Bates was 
assaulted by Antony Wood and Dylan 
Bosworth, who was celebrating his 17th 
birthday. 

Bosworth accepted he had thrown a 
number of punches but said this was 
because he was hit by a bottle thrown by 
Mr Heseltine. 

The two victims ran away to outside 
Embargo’s nightclub but the gang 
followed them and the violence continued 
until a nearby doorman intervened. 

Mr Heseltine, who studies acting, was 
later treated at Northampton General 
Hospital, where it was discovered that he 
had two fractures to his jaw. 

He had to have an operation to fit metal 
plates to the injured area and remained in 
hospital for two days. 

Unable to speak properly, he could not 
take part in his studies, and was forced to 
live on a liquid diet for eight weeks. 

Mr Bates suffered bruising and a cut to 
the corner of his eye. 

The prosecution said: “This was the last 
thing they expected to happen after a 
good night out.” 

CCTV from Molly’s Bar, where all the 
men had been before the attack, and 


pictures from the mobile phone of one of 
the victims’ friends, helped to identify the 
five defendants. 

Bird, a boxer, admitted to hitting Mr 
Heseltine. Bosworth initially denied any 
involvement but later accepted that he 
had assaulted Mr Bates. 

Paul Parker and Stephen Pancoust, both 
21, made no comment during interview 
but later pleaded guilty to a public order 
offence and affray, respectively. 

Wood, whose case was dealt with in a 
separate hearing, had already been 
sentenced to 12 months for the assault. 

Criminal records read out in court 
revealed that both Bosworth and Bird had 
previous convictions for violent offences, 
and that Bosworth had attacked someone 
just ten days after the incident. 

Judge Richard Bray described the case 
as a “very serious incident of violence” 
and that it was “without any provocation”. 

He said: “There were five of you. You 
started the violence that night when you 
picked upon two students and attacked 
them after you had been drinking. 

“It was at night, in the street, right by the 
ATM cash machine - a location where 
victims are very vulnerable, and it was 
aggravated by the serious injuries to one 
of the victims.” 

He added: “I cannot overlook violence of 
this nature.” 

Bird was sentenced to 18 months in 
prison for ABH and Pancoust was jailed 
for nine months, after the judge said he 
would be failing in his duty if he did not 
pass a custodial sentence. 

Due to Bosworth’s age at the time of the 
offence, he was given a suspended 
sentence of 40 weeks for two years, as 
well as 100 hours of unpaid work. Parker 
was given a 12-month community order 
with 129 hours of unpaid work. 


Seized crime cash 
is set to do good 

CRIMINAL cash worth £30,000 is set to 
be used for good in the community. 

The money seized under the Proceeds 
of Crime Act, is being made available to 
community activities across the county 
thanks to Northamptonshire Police 
Authority. 

Following on from the success of 
grants schemes in previous years, for 
2012/13, the Authority’s Grants Funding 
Group have set the focus on community 
activities that help build safer and 
stronger communities. 

The Authority are seeking to support 
projects with one large grant award of 
£10,000, three medium sized grants of 
£5,000 and five smaller £1,000 awards. 

Chair of the Authority’s Grants Funding 
Group, Councillor Derek Lawson MBE, 
said: “We are glad to see this project 
continue into its fourth year. As this year 
sees the end of Police Authorities, I’m 
hoping to see applications that will leave 
a lasting legacy within local 
communities. 

“We are particularly keen to attract 
applications from local schools and 
projects working with young people 
around personal safety and building 
safer local communities. 

“Based on previous years’ schemes I 
am sure that there will be some 
wonderful projects and ideas put 
forward and it will be good to see money 
that has been raised through activities 
that harm communities put to use in 
trying to help them.”

Residents fail to pay up 
more than £10m in tax

MORE than £10 million in council tax 
went unpaid in the last four years - and 
the collection rate is falling year on 
year. 

Northampton Borough Council has, on 
average, struggled to pick up over £2.5m 
a year since 2008 from those who do not 
pay their bills. 

In 2010/11, £2.38m went uncollected - 
which was 2.04 per cent of the total coun¬ 
cil tax bill. 

The previous year, £2.95m - or 1.96 per 
cent of the overall bill - had to be chased 
up by the council. 

The year before that, £2.37m was not 
paid at a ‘non-collection’ rate of 1.91 per 
cent. 

In 2007/08, the rate was just 1.7 per 
cent, with £2.35m collected. 

This year the council said it expects to 
collect 98 per cent of council tax pay¬ 
ments from Northampton’s 91,500 
homes. 


The council says it is seeking to secure 
the unpaid tax through recovery action 
and setting up payment arrangements. 

But some is written off due to problems 
with tracing non-payers and residents’ 
difficult financial circumstances. 

Councillor Alan Bottwood said: “We do 
understand that in the current economic 
climate there are people who are strug¬ 
gling to pay their bills and manage their 
money, and we are working more closely 


with Community Law and Citizens 
Advice Bureau. This has helped us direct 
people to debt advisors earlier, and work 
out affordable payment plans for those 
who are finding it difficult to pay 

“We will continue to be supportive for 
those people who can’t pay, and take 
action against those who won’t. 

“If you need help or would like to talk 
about your council tax bill, please call us 
on 0300 330 7000.” 


1,690 people caught watching television illegally 


MORE than 1,600 people 
were caught in Northampton 
without a valid TV licence. 

Last year, 1,690 people in 
the town were discovered 
watching telly without a valid 
permit. Across the county, 
the figure rose to 3,900. 

TV Licensing spokesman for 


the East Midlands, Mark 
Whitehouse, said: “TV viewing 
is as popular as ever, with the 
percentage of households 
who have a television set at 
96.7 per cent and it is our role 
to make sure everyone is 
aware of when they need to 
be covered by a licence. 


“On behalf of licence fee 
payers in Northampton, we 
are committed to tackling 
evasion and enforcing the 
law amongst the small 
minority who should pay, but 
don’t. It’s only fair. 

“People are given every 
opportunity to pay, but, if 


they fail to do so and watch 
TV illegally, we will seek a 
prosecution.” 

The penalty is a fine of up to 
£1,000, plus court costs and a 
victim surcharge. Anyone 
found guilty is also required to 
buy a Licence or they could 
face a second prosecution.

A FORMER footballer is awaiting 
sentence after admitting six counts 
of perverting the course of justice. 

Leon McKenzie, 33, of Rectory 
Farm, Northampton, entered the 
guilty pleas at Northampton Crown 
Court on Monday 
The former Cobblers player, who 
announced his retirement in 
December, was charged with the 
offences after it was said he got a 
garage in London to provide false 
documents on six occasions 
between February 2008 and 
December 2009 after he and his wife 


were allegedly snapped by speed 
cameras. In each case he claimed 
mechanics had been working on 
their car when the vehicle was 
caught speeding. 

In December we reported that 
McKenzie’s lawyer had read a letter 
out in court sent from the chief 
constable of Northamptonshire 
Police Adrian Lee, to his client. 

In the letter Mr Lee said the force 
had taken the ‘exceptional’ 
decision to reverse the initial 
caution given to McKenzie as he felt 
it had ‘failed to address the gravity of 
the offence.” 

McKenzie is due to be sentenced 
later this month.

Brothers admit to violent 
attack outside takeaway 


TWO brothers “viciously” 
attacked a man while he was 
unconscious after a 
dispute in a chip shop. 

Northampton Crown Court 
heard that Thomas Eden’s 
head was “springing side¬ 
ways” as Jamie and Liam 
Walker repeatedly kicked 
him. 

The victim had been out at 
NB’s nightclub in Bridge 
Street, Northampton, on 
August 14 last year. 

He went to get food from a 
chip shop on the same street 
and while he was eating 
noticed the Walker brothers 
staring and laughing at him. 

Mr Eden, who was talking 
to a woman in the shop at the 
time, asked if there was a 
problem and was then 
punched in the face by Liam. 

The brothers ran out of the 
shop and Mr Eden followed 


down the street. Daniel 
Home, a paramedic who wit¬ 
nessed what happened out¬ 
side the shop, said he saw a 
man fall to the ground and 
that two others kicked him 
four or five times in the head 
and chest. 

A police officer also report¬ 
ed seeing two men “repeat¬ 
edly and viciously kicking an 
unconscious male” at about 
3am. 

Mr Eden was attended by 
the paramedic and taken to 
hospital, where he was treat¬ 
ed for soft tissue injuries 
including swelling of his jaw. 

CCTV footage failed to 
easily identify the Walker 
brothers but both were later 
charged with “unlawful 
violence”. 

Both pleaded guilty to 
affray and the case was 
adjourned for sentencing. 


Air ambulance flies to 
rescue of horse riders 


TWO horse riders, injured 
near Towcester, had to be 
rescued by the air ambulance 
on two separate occasions 
over the weekend. 

The first, on Saturday, was a 
22-year-old man who had 
been rolled on by a horse and 
was suffering from back pain. 

On arrival at the scene the 
patient was conscious and 
alert. 

The Warwickshire & 
Northamptonshire Air 
Ambulance (WNAA) crew 
treated the injured rider and 
applied a girdle brace, pelvic 
splint, neck collar and immo¬ 
bilised him for the helicopter 
using a scoop stretcher. 

The young man was flown 


to John Radcliffe Hospital in 
Oxford for further treatment. 

The second rescue at 
3.30pm on Sunday was a 
45-year-old woman who had 
been riding in a field when 
she fell from her horse. 

WNAA were called to the 
scene as the land ambulance 
was unable to access the 
patient due to the ground 
being too wet. 

The air ambulance crew 
treated her for suspected 
spinal and pelvic injuries. 

She was given pain relief, a 
neck collar, girdle brace and 
immobilised. 

She was flown to University 
Hospital Coventry and 
Warwickshire for treatment.

16 councillors to go in next elections 


NORTHAMPTONSHIRE County Council 
will have to axe 16 councillors following 
a review. 

The Local Government Boundary 
Commission for England [LGBCE] has 
made a decision about the future 
number of elected councillors that 
should represent the county.

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Vandals return to 
wreak more havoc

EXTRA patrols are being carried 
out at a sports field after vandals 
struck for a third time. 

The latest incident at Southfield 
Sports Field in Northampton 
happened on Monday evening, 
when part of the £15,000 gym 
equipment was bent over and 
pushed into wet concrete. 

It has left members of the 
residents’ association, who 
helped get the grants for the 
apparatus, stunned. 

On Wednesday, January 25 
vandals struck at the Barley Hill 
Road site between 2pm and 
4.30pm. 

They upturned a bench, which 
was setting in wet cement, at a 
play area which is under 
construction. 

Residents noticed shortly after 
the incident occurred and were 
able to turn the bench back round 
before the cement dried, 
minimising the damage. 

Secretary of the Southfields 
Residents’ Association and 
county councillor for Thorplands, 
Councillor Dennis Meredith, said: 
“The equipment was vandalised 
again on Monday night. 

“The contractors were putting 


in the gym equipment and it was 
purposely smashed down and 
bent into the concrete. 

“I went over there on Tuesday 
morning and I began to think is 
this worth it? 

“Vandals have attacked the 
equipment and the bench on 
three separate occasions and it 
has not even been put up. 

“I am appalled by what has 
happened. 

“At the end of the day this equip¬ 
ment is for the community and it 
is just a small minority who are 
doing this. 

“I first had the idea for the 
equipment when I was in France 
on holiday. 

“I saw equipment like this and 
thought some could be put on the 


Southfields Sports Field. The 
Association managed to get a 
grant of £10,000 from Love Your 
Park and I put forward £5,000 
from my county councillors 
empowerment money. 

“The bench is ok now as we 
went up there and used quick 
drying cement and stayed there 
until it was dry. 

“I am very worried whoever did 
this will try it again. 

“I have been told PCSOs will be 
doing extra patrols and I will also 
go over there at 4pm to patrol the 
area.” 

An official opening of the out¬ 
door gym equipment is planned 
to take place on Saturday

Victim treated in hospital after homophobic attack 


A MAN was punched and kicked after a group asked 
him about his sexuality.

The third was 6ft 1, of medium 
build and in his early 20s. He was wearing a dark 
grey jumper and light trousers.

How a universi 



THERE is a belief among teachers that students are being 
put off computing. The University of Northampton is 
doing its bit to break down these barriers by trying to get 
primary and secondary school students interested in 
becoming the next generation of bright young things in 
the world of science. LAWRENCE JOHN spoke with 
computing senior lecturer, Dr Scott Turner 


FUNNY looking robots called 
junkbots could be the key to 
encouraging more children 
across the county to become 
engineers, computer program¬ 
mers or scientists. 

One force which is driving this 
idea forward is the University of 
Northampton. 

For the past few years, staff from 
its science and technology 
department have been going out 
to primary and secondary schools 
to spread the word that science is 
fun. 

By working with schools, the 
university hopes to show pupils a 
different side to computing and 
hopefully raise their interest in 
what they can achieve. 


Taking this type of learning into 
the classroom has proved very 
successful and has allowed the 
university to reach more than 150 
students. Senior lecturer in com¬ 
puting at the university, Dr Scott 
Turner, said: “The junkbots is a 
three part project. 


“Firstly the pupils at school do a 
bit of waste recycling, plastic 
bottles or cans, and they re-use 
these out of context. 

“The second is they are given a 
motor, propeller, battery and 
wires and are asked to build a 
robot out of these items and the 
recyclable items they have 
brought. 

“The third part is we give them a 
programme which is used by the 
students to get the robot to do a 
sweeping action. 

“It is a way for them to try out 
their ideas and it is interesting for 
them as they show a lot of enthu¬ 
siasm. 

“It is about problem solving and 
getting them to work out what is 
happening if the robot doesn’t 
work or doesn’t do what they 
want it to. 

“The children create something 
which is about computing and 
engineering. 

“They can see how things work 
and it gives them a more direct 
route of problem solving. This is 
what we should be doing to 
encourage students.” 

Dr Turner believes this type of

interaction, where students work 
in groups, gives them the key 
skills which not only apply to 
computers and engineering but 
to business and social science 
and indeed any part of life. 

He said: “The industry does 
need more people with these 
skills.

Firms fear over 
new route plan

A RESTAURANT owner in 
Bridge Street has hit out 
at plans to change the 
traffic flow in the town 
centre saying it would be 
‘the final nail in the 
coffin’ for businesses. 

John Panyis, of Sophia’s 
Restaurant, said his busi¬ 
ness had already lost up to 
20 per cent as a result of 
the fire above Fat Cats in 
January. 

Northamptonshire 
County Council is propos¬ 
ing several changes to the 
road network in the 
Bridge Street, Drapery and 
St John Street area. 

The proposals include 
widening footways and 
changing road access in 


Bridge Street, making St 
Giles Square a one-way 
street to all traffic, allow¬ 
ing vehicles to travel along 
Gold Street towards All 
Saints Church, the 
Drapery and Bridge Street. 

Another shopkeeper 
unhappy with the plans is 
Peter Lumbis from Crop 
Shop, also in Bridge Street. 

He said: “It frightens me 
a bit and I think we could 
lose 25 per cent of all our 
trade. I have seen the 
plans and I do not know 
what to say. 

“If they put a sign up 
trying to tell people where 
to go it won’t be easy for 
them to read. At the 
moment I can see eight 
cars parking up the road 
and one facing down. 

“People have taken no 


notice of the signs.” He 
added: “You want to bring 
people into the town cen¬ 
tre, not turn them away. I 
don’t think they have 
thought this through.” 

Cabinet member Counc¬ 
illor Andre Gonzalez De 
Savage, said: “There’s a 
great deal planned for the 
town centre over the next 
few years so it’s important 
that we get the traffic 
flows right to make 
sure everything works 
together. 

“What we’re proposing 
will be of a very high 
design quality and will 
greatly enhance the 
appearance of the town.” 

The plans will be on 
display until February 10, 
in Sessions House 
Reception, County Hall.

A TEENAGER from Blisworth 
wants to ‘give something back’ to 
charity after he found out his 
dad has cancer.

with the disease last March. 

Now Craig is planning to run 
the London Marathon in April 
and will hold a charity day at 
Towcester Rugby Club. 

Craig said: “I want to increase 
awareness of the second biggest 
cancer killer in the UK and raise 
funds for the charity which does 
so much work in this field. 

“You hear a lot about cancer on 
the news but it’s not until it 
affects you directly that you 
realise the amount of support 



that is needed.” Father-of-two 
Mike said: “When I was told I had 
cancer a whole host of things 
went through my mind such as 
devastation, shock and surprise. 

“The first question I asked the 
consultant was ‘am I going to 


die?’ I was told they would not 
know until they had done a 
biopsy and even after the opera¬ 
tion I did not really find out until 
a week later. 

“I was told they had got it early 
enough and the cancer had not 
spread anywhere else.” 

He added: “Since I have recov¬ 
ered it does feel like I have been 
given a new lease of life. 

“Treatment for cancer has 
improved. If this had happened a 
few years ago I would not be talk¬ 
ing to you. 

“The prognosis for me is good 
but I will need a check up every 
six months for the next three 
years.”

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Group getting tough 
in anti-social blitz

A CRACKDOWN on begging and 
drinking is in full flow. 

Following reports in the 
summer about anti-social behav¬ 
iour on the streets of 
Northampton, Northampton¬ 
shire Police, Northampton 
Borough Council, outreach work¬ 
ers, town centre and environ¬ 
mental health wardens, the 
Northampton Town Centre 


Business Improvement District, 
the anti-social behaviour unit 
and the use of CCTV have been 
used to try to solve the problems. 

Regular offenders have been 
identified and plans developed 
to deal with each individual’s 
behaviour. 

An operation was also launched 
by the police to tackle street 
drinking. 

PC Sally Barsby said: “Since 
April last year we have received 16 
referrals from within the police 


and partner agencies for people 
who have caused anti-social 
behaviour in and around the 
town centre. 

“These individuals then 
received a warning letter advising 
that if they continue their behav¬ 
iour we would seek an ASBO in 
court - and if the ASBO is 
breached they could end up 
facing a five year prison 
sentence.” 

Four of the referrals culminated 
in ASBOs being granted.

INTERVIEW 

STANDING in the wings, 
waiting to go on stage 
and counting down the 
seconds until the curtain 
goes up, fills actress Petra 
Massey with a mix of 
emotions ranging from 
fear to calm. 

Every night a different 
feeling courses through 
the actress’s veins as she 
gets ready to entertain the 
audience along with her 
fellow Spymonkeys. 

This is the same thrill of 
excitement she got when 
she first started perform¬ 
ing as a four-year-old. 

Explaining this early 
start, Massey said: “I am 
an actress because I am a 
born show-off which I 
inherited from my father. 

“In the sitting room of 
my family’s home there 
were curtains which sepa¬ 
rated the living room 
from the dining room. 

“From the age of four I 
used these as the back¬ 
drop for my own personal 
stage where I would 
perform when mum was 
cleaning. 

“I used to sing along 
with a brush in my hand, 
like an early karaoke, 
singing the songs from 
Bugsy Malone which I 
loved and knew all the 
words too. 

“When I was ten years 
old I decided to put on my 
first professional show at 
the local Women’s 
Institute. 

“I got my gang of friends 
involved and initially told 
them they would be in it 
but I ended up writing it, 
directing it and playing all 
the roles. 

“In the show there was a 
moment where I threw a 
‘bucket of water’ but there 
was no water as I had 
replaced it with caramel 



lollipops. The trouble was 
it was a hot summer’s day 
and all the lollipops had 
melted into a lump. 

“When I threw it, the 
lump flew out and hit a 
women who was breast 
feeding her baby and it 
nearly knocked them out. 

“This was my first come¬ 
dy horror moment and 
from then I knew I had to 
be on the stage.” 

From tomorrow, she is 
set to tread the boards at 
Royal & Derngate with 
Spymonkey’s latest offer¬ 
ing, Oedipussy, which has 
been inspired by 
Barbarella and a touch of 
Bond. 

This new play comes hot 
on the heels of the 
company’s critically 
acclaimed version of 
Moby Dick.

“The moment it stops 
being fun I would want to 
leave.” 

She explained acting 
gives her a sense of cama¬ 
raderie with her fellow 
Spymonkeys and also 
being part of a bigger 
team with the crew and 
director as they all try to 
create something out of 
nothing. 

As for playing her dream 
role, she added: “As we 
have our own company I 
can play any role I want. 

“I can do any part so I 
can go from sex goddess 
to a bad boy. 

“My clown name is 
Amanda Candice Sandra 
Bandy which is Mandy 
Candy Sandy and Bandy. 

“This is my pseudonym 
but now we are all using 
our own names. 

“This might not sound a 
great deal but it is for us - 
a real massive step. 

“We can’t hide behind a 
name now.”

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV f so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

Day plans a video replay 
plunge into Bath slip-up

A LONG, hard session of film study was 
in store for Christian Day and his 
Northampton Saints team-mates 
after Saturday’s LV= Cup defeat at 
Bath, with the stand-in skipper 
insisting that was what they needed 
to pinpoint just what went wrong. 

The 4G-14 defeat at the Recreation 
Ground ensured that the visit of 
London Wasps on Saturday is now a 
must-win for the Saints if they are to 
reach the semi-finals of the 
competition they won two years ago. 

With three of the five tries Bath 
scored coming in the last ten minutes, 
it may have seemed like the scoreline 
was slightly harsh on Northampton. 
Not for Day though, who was 
otherwise proud of the youthful side 
that took to the field. 

“I found myself at 28 years old being 
just about the oldest guy in the team 
and it was an honour to be named 
captain,” said the lock, who was 
making his first start for the club 
since being forced off in the Aviva 
Premiership win over Exeter Chiefs 
back in October. 

“For the first hour I was really proud 
of how the boys stood up and fought, 
but the last 20 minutes was very 
disappointing and we need to look at 
those in real detail to work out what 
went wrong. 

“The youthful team was out in the 
first half and they performed well, so 
we really need to look at the video. 

“Sometimes you go under the sticks 
after a try and you know what went 
wrong. After the end I didn’t know 
what was going wrong, but that’s what 
the video and the analysis is for, and 
that’s what we are going to put right 
before next weekend.” 

Director of rugby Jim Mallinder 
admitted afterwards that he made the 
decision to rest several players so as 
not to exert them too much as the 
season run-in begins, particularly with 
ten of the Saints squad currently 
away on England duty. 

The likes of Soane Tonga’uiha and 
Brian Mujati could well return to the 
starting XV this weekend, although 
fellow props Alex Waller and Tom 
Mercey certainly acquitted 
themselves well against the 
experienced David Flatman and 
Anthony Perenise. 

Day also believes that the 


emergence of the youngsters from the 
Academy is just the start for the 
Saints and has seen for himself that 
there are further talented players 
waiting to break through. 

He said: “Perhaps in years gone by I 
think the club hasn’t placed its 
strength on its youth team, but that 
has completely changed now and 
that’s starting to bear fruit. 

“People like Ben Nutley and Jamie 
Elliott are in the England Under-20s 
this year, below that you’ve got Alex 
Day and there are a lot of young 
players in the Academy that I know 
are good players. 

“They turned over England 
schoolboys last week, so the future is 
bright for Northampton. We’ve got a 
big catchment area and we’re starting 
to exploit that now, but for the 
moment the guys on the pitch right 
now need to figure out what is going 
wrong and then that youth will come 
in over the years to further 
strengthen us.” 

And so to Wasps on Saturday - a 
team that have yet to win a game in 
this season’s Anglo-Welsh competition 
and that are struggling with all sorts 
of injury problems. 

A bonus-point victory would see 
Northampton into the last four and that 
is Day’s only concern as he will be 
replaced as skipper by Calum Clark who 
has been released from the England Six 
Nations squad for the game. 

He said: “It’s always nice just to play 
again. It’s nice if you get the captaincy, 
if not then you get on with your game. 

“I’ve got a big responsibility within 
the team as it is, so being captain 
doesn’t make too much difference. It’s 
a home game at Franklin’s Gardens 
and we set out our stall at the start of 
the season that we don’t lose at home. 

“Regardless of what team we are 
going to have out there we are looking 
to beat Wasps at home. They are 
struggling at the moment, we’re 
struggling now and it’s going to be a 
big fiery game that we are looking 
forward to. 

“Professional sport is a game of 
highs and lows. Some weeks you feel 
like you’re a hero and you’re on top of 
the world and others you feel terrible. 

“But we know we can pick it up, 
we’ve got a home game next, the 
team will probably change a little bit 
and we know we’ve got to win to 
qualify for the next stages.”

THE January transfer window may 
have closed on Tuesday, but Aidy 
Boothroyd has not completed his 
business just yet and is already eye¬ 
ing further moves when the loan 
market re-opens next week.

JIM Mallinder is confident that his 
reshuffled Saints side will rise to the 
task against Wasps on Saturday, 
writes Dan Palmer. 

Ten players were missing from last 
weekend’s 4G-14 LV= Cup defeat to 
Bath due to international duty and 
with the Six Nations about to kick-off, 
the director of rugby will have to do 
without his top stars for longer.

Cameron’s road to the 
Olympics is hit hard as 
boxing costs mount up 

BOXING 

THE road to the Olympic Games is a long and 
hard one. Personal sacrifices and rigorous 
training to reach the largest sporting global 
gathering are part of the price all athletes must 
pay. 

Then there is also the financial aspect - 
something that Northampton boxer Chantelle 
Cameron has to contend with as part of her 
quest to ensure she is amongst the British 
contingent in London in July. 

The 20-year-old is aiming to make history by 
representing Great Britain when women’s boxing 
makes its debut at the Games. 

However, costs such as travelling and 
equipment are adding up for her and she is now 
looking to secure sponsorship. 

“I have to travel up to Sheffield every Monday to 
Friday,” explains Cameron, who trains up there 
with her fellow GB squad members at the British 
Amateur Boxing Associations base at the English 
Institute of Sport. 

“We also have to buy all of our own equipment 
and because we’re GB team members it has to 
be the best equipment. Things like the 
headguards have got to be top quality. If any of it 
breaks then that is our shot over.” 

Cameron, who boxes out of Kings Heath ABC, is 
currently away in Brazil on a two-week warm- 
weather training camp with the rest of the Great 
Britain’s women’s team. 

While in Sao Paolo they will also take on their 
Brazilian and Argentine counterparts, giving them 
a chance to box against a variety of opponents 
they would not normally face outside of world 
competitions. 

The 2011 EU Championships bronze medallist 
flew out there on the back of a 16-10 points win 
over last year’s Youth World Championship 
runner-up Patricia Berghult in GB’s mixed fixture 
against Sweden just under two weeks ago. 

It was a return to form for Cameron after her 
loss to Amanda Coulson in the GB Championships 
last November, and she is now focusing on 
making sure she secures that coveted Olympic 
spot. 

Cameron said: “I want to be boxing in the 
Olympic Games. There are no other Great Britain 
boxers from Northampton, and I’m the only 
woman one as well. 

“I’ve always been making history and I want to 
keep doing that. 

“It’s a dream of mine and I’m hoping it can 
become a reality.”

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The countdown begins as 
Clarke eyes survival battle

BY his own admission, Clarke Carlisle is facing a 
completely different challenge from anything 
else he has faced in his career so far after joining 
Northampton Town’s battle to retain their place 
in the Football League. 

The experienced centre half, who famously 
won on television game show Countdown two 
years ago, signed on loan for the Cobblers until the 
end of the season from Championship outfit 
Burnley, reuniting with former manager Aidy 
Boothroyd who he worked with during his two- 
year spell at Watford. 

Indeed, he was part of the side that, under 
Boothroyd, earned promotion to the Premier 
League in 2006 against all odds and had it not 
been for him then it is unlikely that Carlisle would 
have been making the move to Sixfields. 

“All due respect to Northampton Town, but I 
would have hesitated a lot longer to put myself in 
a position of Football League survival had Aidy not 
been at the helm,” he said. “There are only a 
handful of managers that I would trust implicitly 
and Aidy is one of them. 

“Aidy is synonymous with some of the happiest 
times of my career. Whenever you’re involved in a 
squad that is successful you reflect fondly upon 
those times and that season at Watford when we 
were relegation favourites for the season and a 
band of misfits that got to the Premier League was 
a phenomenal time. 

“I’m wholly aware of what Aidy is capable of, I’m 
wholly aware of his charisma, his passion, his 
ethos, and I have no doubt that he will be able to 
transform the dressing room into some 
semblance of winners.” 

Northampton find themselves three points adrift 
and propping up the rest of League Two following 
Saturday’s 1-0 loss away to Torquay United, with 
another second half goal proving to be their 
undoing at Plainmoor. 

Carlisle (pictured) feels the recent slips during 
the second half of matches are more to do with a 
mental block rather than being a fitness issue or a 
lack of ability, and is determined to play his part 
in turning that around. 

He explained: “With a team pushing for promo¬ 


tion, it is in the bones how to win games and when 
you get to the 75th minute and it’s 0-0 you’re still 
positive. You think, ‘yeah, we’ve got time to win 
this game’, and you step on. 

“When you’re in a team that’s on a losing streak 
you get to the 75th minute and you think, ‘we’d 
better not lose it’, and those two different feelings 
promote different responses in situations. 

“Anxiety is one of a professional’s biggest 
enemies. Hopefully we can get rid of those 
anxieties, we can rebuild the lads’ confidence in 
their own ability because no-one is a professional 
footballer by mistake, luck or accident. 

“They are professionals because they have got 
the ability, they have shown the work ethic and 
they have the talent to win matches. 

“If you can make that confidence flourish within 
a person you will get the best out of them, and I 
have no doubt that is what will happen in the next 
four months.”

when 19th placed Macclesfield Town visit 
Sixfields, where Carlisle is likely to be handed his 
debut in defence. That is something that the 32- 
year-old cannot wait for. 

He said: “This is it about football; the debut 
games and the first time you score for a team are 
feelings that can’t be replicated in any other arena, 
for someone like me who loves football, so I’m 
really looking forward to it. The gaffer has said that 
if I’m fit and show that I’m of a sufficient standard 
to play that I’ll get in the side and join the fight.

Saints struck by 
Sharman knee 
injury setback

SAINTS hooker Brett Sharman faces a 
lengthy spell on the sidelines as the injury 
which saw him hobble out of last 
weekend’s game with Bath is likely to 
require surgery. 

The 25-year-old had to be helped off the 
pitch after about an hour of the 46-14 LV= 
Cup defeat and it has been discovered that 
he has a dislocated knee. 

Sharman (pictured below] v isited a 
surgeon yesterday and the injury has been 
confirmed as a complicated one. 

Despite the blow boss Jim Mallinder has 
ruled out bringing another hooker to 
Franklin’s Gardens, even though Mike 
Haywood is also currently recovering from 
injury and skipper Dylan Hartley is away 
with England. 

“There’s a very high likelihood that Brett 
Sharman will have to have an operation on 
his knee,” Mallinder said. “There’s a chance 
that he may have dislocated it, we’re not 
entirely sure as it might have gone straight 
back in. But a bit of damage has been done. 
If he has surgery it is highly likely that he will 
be out for a fair time.” 

The timing of the injury, when Saints are 
also missing key players due to 
international duty, is far from ideal. 

But Mallinder is confident that Haywood, 
who is recovering from a shoulder injury, 
will be available to line-up in Saturday’s 
crucial LV= Cup clash with Wasps. If not, he 
is expected to be fit for the Premiership 
trip to Gloucester the following week. Ross 
McMillan is also available to play hooker for 
Saints and Mallinder is happy with his lot. 

“I think at the moment 
we’re fine,” he said.
